ing a salary of $15 per month. 
Whether that: is the, case or not, 
the fact remains that that is the 
startinggsalary for recruits. The 
seconde constable rises to 
$17 aad, the. first-class constable 
to $22, “The Estimates this year 
make provision for close on 600 
Chinege constables, whose wages 
range from $22 for the’ highest 
and $15, for the lowest grade, 
The average, therefore, is about 
the wage of a cook-boy, or even 
lesz, Here is andther’ point. 
When.a Chinese joins the Force, 
he. has to pay $11 for a kit-box 
and one dollar towards the Guar- 
antee Fund, these sums ‘to be 
‘paid within three monthe. “© 
With the facts ss we have 
stated, is it any wonder that our 
Chinese polise, speaking general- 
ly, are of a poor or indifforont 
‘ypo?. That they are not satis- 
factory is, wo think; cloarly in- 
‘dicated in the annual report of 
the Captain Superinténdent of 


Pdlice, which shows that about|: 


half of thia section of the Force 
had reports against them during 
the year. Theao,:no fewer than 
61 -were -either dismissed or 
deserted, whilat 41 more resign- 
ed “through expiry of their 
torme of pervice “ or otherwise.”
